Father Dillon is a man who is probably entirely un- ' 
known to the students, but far otherwise to the priests of the house, 
who have admired and respected him ever since the time when he first 
attended the old Basilian College at Wayco, Texas, 

Father Dillon,a brother of Mr. Joseph Dillon who was a master ' 
here in 1920 - 21, he is a southerner ,being born in Burlington,Texas. 
After his high school course in Wayco he came to St. Michael*s College 
Toronto, where he distinguished himself both as a student and an 
athlete. As an athlete cor Superior-elect, was one of the best foot¬ 
ball players that over attended St.Michaels. Not only was he only a' 
big strong player but was also an exceptionally fast back-field man, 
the mainstay of 3t .Michael’s team during the years of 1907 -"08. Afier 
graduating from Toronto University and from the Basilian Scholasticate 
Father Dillon was ordained and sent to Houston where he became Preside: 
of St, Thomas College in 1913. Needless to say everyone is looking 
forward to the arrival of the new Superior who is expected about the 
end of this week.
